When he can­ 
no t put his name o n it in go o d co n­ 
science, he puts it o n the "seco nd 
shelf’’ o r thro ws it away . 
But 
when 
that 
happens, 
he 
thro ws away his time. He puts m 
lo ng ho urs. If to o many things go 
wro ng. h€ has lo st a chunk o ut o f 
his time-energy reso urces. It is no t 
as if he were try ing merely to do 
so mething well eno ugh to pass in­ 
spectio n by so meo ne else. 
He is his o wn inspecto r. His 
standards are high. Yet, he admit­ 
ted to me ruefully , his standards 
in ano ther respect are lo wer than 
they sho uld be. He say s he has 
learned to keep his mo uth 
shut 
abo ut the v alue o f his wo rk be­ 
cause he underestimates the price 
it will bring. 
He lets art dealers set prices, 
because they kno w what the public 
ex pects to pay fo r quality and he 
kno ws o nly what he wo uld ex pect 
the public to pay .

artist-painter. 
He. to o , is particular. If his pic­ 
tures are bad, he destro y s them. 
With the o nes that met his stand­ 
ards, he hasn’t been able to ese 
o ut a liv ing so has go ne to scho o l- 
teaching to sustain him. 1 u.ao 
kno w a co uple o f creativ e writers 
who are to o particular fo r their 
o wn go o d and must do o ther things 
to appease the wo lf. 
All uiese peo ^ie are co usins o nce 
remo v ed, in a manner o i speaking. 
I think it is ume to r so me o i us 
relativ es to wo nder why so many 
peo ple who do no thing o i real v ame 
get paid so well fo r it while a hand­ 
ful amo ng us who do the things o ur 
aeo n will be remembered fo r are 
scro unging fo r pennies.

Teletype win relay warnings from 
the central office here to division 
offices throughout the state. 
The Columbus Weather Bureau 
regularly sends four weather re­ 
ports a day to the Highway De- 
patment, 
and

messages 
will be sent for sudden weather 
changes. 
In addition, barrels of abrasives 
will be placed for motorists at 
steep grades, bridge approaches 
and railroad crossings.

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Mahoning Bans 
14 Magazines 


Four Books Also 
Taken from Stands 


YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio <AP) - 
Four 
books 
and 
14 
magazines 
were banned today from Mahoning 
County newsstands in the first re­ 
ported case filed under Ohio’s new 
law against obscene literature. 
County Prosecutor Thomas A. 
Beil secured temporary injunctions 
banning the publications, which in­ 
clude D. H. Lawrence’s Lady Chat- 
terley’s Lover and Playboy Maga­ 
zine. 
Beil called the publications ob­ 
scene, lewd, lascivious, indecent 
and “ a public and common nui­ 
sance” in asking Common Pleas 
Judge Erskine Maiden Jr. for the 
injuncions. No date was set for a 
hearing on permanent injunctions. 
Named defendants in Beil’s peti­ 
tions 
were individual 
publishers 
and Bernard Bloch, head of the 
Mahoning V a l l e y 
Distributing 
Agency. 
Bloch about a decade ago suc­ 
cessfully fought attempts by for­ 
mer Youngstown Police Chief Ed­ 
ward J. Allen to ban certain pub­ 
lications from newsstands. 
If the injunctions are upheld, 
Bloch is expected to appeal to 
higher courts. 
Cuyahoga 
County 
Prosecutor 
John T. Corrigan has called the 
new 
law “ absolutely worthless” 
and said he will not use it but 
will continue to operate under old 
statutes. Among objections voiced 
by Corrigan were that the new 
law uses the phraseology, “ inde­ 
cent in character,” which he said 
is a new- concept with no legal pre­ 
cedent. He said also there are 
holes in enforcing the law which 
would permit vendors to sell ob­ 
jectionable 
literature 
while 
the 
case is pending in court, perhaps 
for a year or more. 
Banned 
publications 
included 
the books: Sex Life of A Cop. Hot 
Cargo and Vice Girl and these 
magazines: Modern Man, Nudist 
Magazine, Escapade, Sun Annual 
Sunshine and Health, Gent, Dude, 
Nugget and Caper. 
Beil said he had 55 more publi­ 
cations in his office that he was 
considering.
